amount of bonds for the purpose 
Of erecting a school building in New 
'Smyrna, the citizens interested 'in 
this matter "have drawn up a new 
petition asking for an election to 
bond for $40,000 
and this petition 


rs now being circulated tor signers. 


It is hoped to ihave the required 


25 per cent of the qualified voters 
sign the petition between this time 
and the regular January meeting of 
the county school board, when it will 
be presented for action. 


The former petition asked the 


county school board to call a special 
election for the creation of a .special 
school tax district here and Che Is- 
suing of $50,000 In bonds for the pur- 
pose of purchasing a. site and erect- 
ing a. new school building, but no 
action was taken on the petition at 
the December meeting of the board, 
whUch recommended that flbie people 
here reduce tine amount of bonds re- 
quested. 


The local Aboard of trustees and 


others 
have accepted tihis recom- 


mendation and the petition asking 
t.lie county school board to call 
a 


special election on the question of 
issuing 
bonds to the amount 
of 


$40,000 ie now being circulated.

To keep up with th* winter rush. 


which is now on, the F. E. C. rail- 
road has established two new trains, 
the additional trains having been put 
into, commission 
Monday of this 


week. 


These two new trains are known 


&s Nos. 35 and 36 and carry pass- 
enger coaches and sleeping cars, as 
well as a long string of express cans. 
The sleeping car service on these 
trains Is maintained between Jackson- 
ville and Miami. 


Train No. 35 leaves Jacksonville 


ati 4:50 p. m. and arrives here at 
10:10 o'clock In the evening, continu- 
ing through to Miami. Returning as 
train No. ,36 it arrives in this city 
at 1:30 o'clock in the morning and 
reaches Jacksonville at 7:30 a. m. 


These trains have been established 


to relieve the congestion in tfie ex- 
press business and the passenger and 
sleeping cars have been added as an 
accommodation to the travelers going 
through aa far as Miami. Train No. 
35 arrived here on the first run Mon- 
day night and train No. 36 went 
north for the first time Wednesday 
morning.

by many in the county, Sheriff E L

wanted for the attempted murder on 
October 24th of Hamp Miller, colored 
foreman of a turpentine still near 
Oak Hill 


On the abOTe date, after being 


•warned by Miller to leave the vicin- 
ity, the prisoner not being employed 
at the camp, the negro now under 
arrest, apparently without provoca- 
tion shot Miller, and left him tor 
dead, walking Into the woods, and 
making good his escape 
"George" 


had the reputation of being » bad 
"nigger" and w«i feared by many to 
the camp. 


Miller has since almost recovered, 


contrary to the expectations of the 
hospital surgeons at Hawk* Park, 
who attended the wounded maa He

GUILTY AS CHARGED 


DAYTONA BEACH MAN CHARGED 


WITH MAINTAINING A BATH 


HOUSE WITHOUT LINES AND 


RAFTS.

DELANO, • Dec. 13—After 
being 


out two hour* and ten minutes, the 
jury which heard the evidence against 
Thomas 
H. 
Keating, of 
Daytona 


Beach, charged with maintaining a 
public bath house, without providing 
life lines and life rafts, returned a 
verdict of guilty with a recommenda- 
tion of mercy. The jury retired at 
exactly noon and returned its ver- 
dict at 2-20. 


The maximum sentence for the of- 


fense is six months in jail and a fine 
of $500, but with the recommendation 
that the jury made it is likely the 
court will be somewhat lenient In 
passing sentence, eapcially as there 
Is another like case on the docket 
against Keating.

menced Thursday 
afternoon

jury sitting on the case was composed 
of J E Blgelow, J B Yelrlngton, E 
W Barnhlll and A E Douglas, De-

lots. 


Twenty millions of dollars will be 


required to consummate the drainage 
nf the Everglade*, according to the 
engineers, though It is stated that 
tfhle J6.000.000 bond issue which the 
legislature authorized the trustees 
of the internal Improvement fund to 
make will drain the first district.

BOAT OWNERS SAY THEY WILL 


BREAK CHAINS AND TEST LE- 


GALITY OF THE CHARGES THAT

The Florida Coast Line Canal and 


Transportation company has published 
a notice In newspapers that hereafter 
tolla will be collected for the passage 
of boats through the canals connect- 
ing the Inland waterways of the East 
Coast and simultaneous with the an- 
nouncement comes the report that 
boatmen will break the chains and 
teat the legality of the right of the 
canal company to charge for the pas- 
sage of craft, after having received 
from the state 800,000 acres of land 
for building the canals, which are 
said to be very inadequate.

Toll Clause la Void. 


"According to C. D. Leffler, who is 


vitally Interested in the matter, the 
canal company has A contract with 
the state to maintain the canal and 
keep It in good condition. This eon- 
tract was made several years ago, and 
It is alleged that the lower end in par- 
ticular has been badly neglected while 
here the toll is charged. By reason 
ot its failure to make repairs and Keep 
up the canal, it is argued that the 
company has made its contract void, 
therefore no toll charge may be made 
egally. That the matter will be taken 
into the courts seems certain, tor it 
Is rumored that state officials are al- 
*eady investigating the the matter 
and the suggestion to break the chain 
came from authoritative source. 


"In addition to causing expense and 


delay, the toll chain has proven dis- 
astrous to boats, particularly In high 
tide, it is said. Should the c-aft be 
proceeding rapidly, and the cross cur- 
rent be strong, as it often is at that 
point, the boats are often caught on 
the chain and damaged. In some to' 
stances the boats have been swung 
across the canal and hung up there 
for hours, unable to get out 


"This question, it is declared, is one 


which Is of keen Importance, and toe 
outcome of the matter will be watched 
with interest by all those who bare 
occasion to use the canal. The word 
las gone out, so the boatmen say, to 
>reak the chain on every occasion, 
but some settlement of the matter Is 
anticipated in a short time.

NEW IMPETUS TO 
VIVISECTION WAR 


International Congress Wants 
to Increase Public interest, 


TELLS OF ANIMAL CRUELTY, 


Lays Emphaii* Upon Cases Where 


Anaesthetics Are Not Administered, 
•nd Also Scores Surgical Experi- 
mentation Upon Human Beings. 


The 
International anti-vivisection 


and animal protection congress at 
Washington Dee. 8-11. was convened 
according to a resolution of the In- 
ternational animal protection and anti- 
vivisection congress In London. July 
6 to 10, 1909, and Indorsed at Copen- 
hagen In 1911. It is thought by those 
who are promoting the congress that 
through Its efforts a wider Interest 
and sympathy may be aroused In the 
different forms of cruelty to animals, 
such as slaughter houses, trapping, 
cattle traffic, docking, bearing reins 
and vivisection 


Through the efforts of T Gilbert 


Pearson, secretary of tbe National Au- 
dubon Societies, and his co-workers, 
the public Is at last Informed, not only 
of the cruelty, but of tbe tremendous 
loss to the fanners through tne de- 
struction of birds, and the result Is ex- 
cellent and farreachlng laws. It 1» 
felt that It the public kncn- more ot 
the cruelty of trapping, for example, 
there would soon be equally good laws 
on that subject 


The public knows little of the sub- 


ject of vivisection, bnt is told that 
anaesthetics are always given animals 
undergoing vivisection; that they are 
killed before regaining consciousness, 
and that anyway only rats, mice, 
guinea pigs and rabbits are used. 


Anaesthetic* Not Always Given. 


The vivlsectors' own records, pub- 


lished In their books and magazines, do 
not verify these statements, says tbe 
congress. 
They show that in certain 


cases no anaesthetics are given; that 
In other cases severe operations are 
performed under light anaesthesia, un- 
der - morphine, nrethaue und other 
drugs which are not anaesthetics; that 
operations are performed under anaes- 
thesia and then the animals—principal- 
ly dogs—kept under observation 
tor 


weeks or months, during which time 
It Is recorded, "Animal suffering." 


Animal desperately 111." "Animal In 


convulsions." "Animal greatly emaci- 
ated." until finally It Is recorded, "Ani- 
mal found dead In the morning." 


In liver and nerve experiments vivl- 


sectors cannot get the results if the 
animal Is under an anaesthetic 
Dr. 


Austin Flint In his "Handbook of 
Physiology," 1909. says, "Anaesthetics 
should be avoided in experiments on 
glycogenic action (liver operations)" 
Curare, the drug which renders the 
animal powerless to move, bnt In- 
creases Its sensibility, la very often 
given. 


Dr. J. Draper Msury describes In 


"Studies From tbe Rockefeller Insti- 
tute," 1908, one series of experiments 
for forming a fistula between tbe 
stomach and intestine on 400 dogs. 
Death almost Invariably occurred after 
several weeks of tetanic convulsions, 
and Dr Msury add* that, "although 
tbe series It not small, the positive 
conclusions which are offered by It are 
regretfully small." 


There are also hundred* of starving 


experiments which are continually per- 
formed. 
Dr. Pilot said. "Thirty to 


thirty-five day* may be taken a* tbe 
average duration of life tn dogs de- 
prived entirely of food and water." 


Starving Dog* to Death. 


Tbere Is an experiment that baa been 


performed on dogs for yean past by 
which the parathyroid glands are re- 
moved under anaesthetics. The dog* 
are then starved until, after wee** ot 
convulsions, they die. 
Dr. Jean V. 


Cooke has performed several aerie* of 
tbto description, which be describe! to 
the Journal of Experimental Medicine, 
Rockefeller Institute, for Jan 1. 1910. 
and April l. 1911. The animal* were 
starved and died, a* usual, with "se- 
vere tetany." and Dr Cooke concludes 
that "the brains of dogs with tetany 
contain a slightly greater amount of 
calcium than do those of normal doc*." 
It might be added that tn tbe Journal 
of Experimental Medicine for March, 
1911, it 1* said that "artificial tetany 
In dogs la possibly quite a different 
disease from human tetany." 


There are many thousands of Inocu- 


lation or so called pin prick experi- 
ment* wblcb are said to be painless, 
and In many cases there la compara- 
tively little pain In the almpl* Inocula- 
tion, but tn a large percentage of these 
cases the Inoculation 1*. followed by 
very great and prolonged suffering, a* 
In rheumatism, tetanus and after In- 
jection* of turpentine to produce pleu- 
rtay. etc.
